Responsive to the Office Action dated November 30, 2001, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the following 
amendment and remarks. 



IN THE CLAIMS 
Please amend Claim 1 as follows: 

1. (Amended) An aqueous polymer dispe/sion having a minimum film-forming 
temperature of below +65°C comprising at lea^t one film-forming polymer in the form of 
dispersed polymer particles comprising a p^fymer phase PI and a different polymer phase 
P2, the polymer dispersion obtained by tree-radical aqueous emulsion polymerization 
comprising the following steps:
